COMMISSION

+Goal Arbitrators Pass a Busy
Day In the Mines ot the
Shamokin Reglon.

MINERS OF MIXED
NATIONALITIES

Lhe Commission Sees Much to Inter-
est Them in the Various Places
Visited—Environments of Hickory
Ridge Decidedly Uninviting—The
Commissioners Question Miners
Found at Work — Judge Gray
Among the Most Careful Observers
in the Party.

Moune Carmel, Pa, Nov, 4-—=The ar-
biteation  commission,  appointed by
Prosident Roosevelt, to adjust the dif-
ferences existing between the anthri-
¢ite coul miners and their employers
visited  the Shamokin region  today,
and topight are resting In the mining
town of Mount Carmel,

The commigsloners put in a busy day,
They went into the depths of one mine,
then looked over several towngs and
wound up their day's inspection by
vigiting the mining patch of Hickory
ftidge, where they saw a mixture of a
hilf dozen natlonalities of mine work-
era Hving in homes that are mere shan-
ties, The commissloners saw  much
o Interest them i the varlous places
{hey visited and obtained much inform-
atlon that will help them in the task
which Is before them. Tomorrow the
Mahonoy and Panther Creek  valleys
will be wvislted.

The arbitrators were up carly and left
Hazleton on their specinl trign at 8
o'clock, On the yun to the Shamokin
reglon, the train passed through Ma-
hanoy City, Shenandoah, Centralia and
Mount Carmel, At several  statlons
small crowds of persons were on hand
to see the train go through.,.  The com-
missfon arrvived ut Shamokin at 10,05
a. m. and a small ecrowd was there to
meet  them. At this place District
President John Fahey, Secretary Hart-
1ein and Natlonal Board Member Miles
Dougherty, representing the miners In
this district boarded the train and were
introduced to the members of the com-
migsglon, General Superintendent R, O
Lauther and Mine Superintendent John
Veith, both of the Philadelphia and
Neading Conl and Iron company met
ithe train at Mahanoy City and repre-
sonted the, Reading company It the
tour of the commission today. Among
the other persons in the party were
General Superintendents Warriner, of
the Lehigh Valley Coal company amd
Richards, of the Lehigh and Wilkes-
Barre Conl company, who have heen
with the commisslon since last Satur-
day.

The special train was run to the Hear
YValley colliery, of the Reading com-
miny, about three miles from Shamokin,
This mine s a very wet one, and the
commissioners were compelled to wear
rubber coats and hats besldes their
usual outfit of jumpers and overalls,
More than an hour was spent In the
workings, which are about four hun-
dred and ity feet below the supface.
The principal feature which wis new
to the commisgioners in this colliery
wis the very steep piteh of one of the
velns, It has a pitch of from thirty-
five Lo seveniy-two degrees, While
the arbitrators were in the mine they
wore hauled about In oo train of cars
draws by o mine mule, One of the
cars jumpead the track bwiee and miners
hitd to yepliace it

Miners Questioned.

While underground the conunission-
ers questioned several of the miners
whom they found ot worle.  In thiscol=
liepy some of the moen are puiil by the
Uneal voard, and they were asked the
usual questlons of  how  mueh they
ciarned, the number of hours gpent in
Yie mines dand the character of the
gavtieulor breast they were working.

WhHh the exception aof @ few
houses, the homes of the foreign popus
lation are of the poorest descviption,
The commissioners usked the pesldents
what vent they pald for the houses and
questionad them regurding  the  chil-
dren, Some boys were found who said
they were only ten years old and
worked in the breaker, The aeblirators
were invited Into the house of o Sla-
vouls, where the celllng was so low that
the taller members of the commission
had to &loop, In coming down the
glairs from the secomd Hoor one of the
party sald: This is almost us bud as
going down a gaugway In the mines,'

Some of the mine workers showed
the cominlssioners stutements of wages
fasued to the men euach two wesks,
Judge Gray was much interested |n
them, us they acourately showed what
the men recelved.  He asked many
auestions and otherwise thoroughly uns
wlyzed  them. It was  probably the
Ereitest hour that Hickory Ridge pateh
hoas had In many days, No one in the
place was aware of the coming of the
cominissioners, and when ihey did ar-
rive the whole place qulckly knew it
wnd the people came out of the un-
puved, hilly street, an which the natives
dump thelr ashes and garbage, to sce
the commissloners. They werse looked
upon with reverence, ona mun asking
a member of the purty to polnt out the
“Lord high bishop."

Hale
Johngon, a Prohibition leader of no-
tional prominence and w vice-presiden=
tinl condldiate on the Prohibition ticket
In 1806, was shot and instantly killed by
Harry Harrvis thig afternoon nl Bogoln,
a village in Jasper county, thirty miles
from here, Harvrig committed suiclde in
the county  joil tonight by taking
poison,  Johnson, who was practicing
law at Newton, the county seat, went
to Bogola to collect anh aceount on
which judgment had already been ren-
dered againste Harrls,

An altercation oecurred between John-
gon and Harris at the Harris home, nnd
the latter secured a shotgun and fired
at Johnson at close range, the charge
striking Johngson in the face and ecaus-
Ing Instant death. Immedintely after
the shooting, Harrls jumped Into John-
son's buggy and attempted to mnke his
escape, but was apprehended by a dep-
uty gheriff, who had nccompanied John-
son and who was 4 witness to the shoot-
ing. Johnson's body was taken to his
home In Newton, and Hurrls was locked
up in jall in the same plnee,

Johnsgon was the nominee of the Pro-
hibitlon party In this state for governor
In 15866, but later aceepted the noming-
tion ror the vice-presidency and wlth-
drew as gubernatorial candidate,

or internal use,

give your dog or your cat a little course
of =ulphur. There are various ways of
glving 1t. Yon may sprinkle an even
teaspoonful of powdered sulphur on
meat or In o savcer of milk or mix It
In any food that Is given; or In the case
of cats mix half o teaspoonful with a
teggpoonful of lavd and put it on the
cat's paws or fur, and the cat will ek
it off. Another way Is 1o buy the
homeopathic  preparation of  sulphur
pellets, und o dog will eat them a8 reid-
Iy a8 he would candy, Many persans
who keep cats and dogs use home-
opiathle remedies entively for their all-
ments, 1 have given nux vomica oflten
to my maltese tervier when he lucks
appetite or has o bad-smelling breath,
I give him from four to six pellets al
night and In the morning. It is usunlly
quite safe to give the same remedies 1o
a dog or cat thot you would give to a
child, and In about the same propors
tion, tuking oge, size, ete, into con-
sideration.
